CHAPTER 10.

SCHOOL FUNDS.

AN ACT relating to the School Fund of the State.

SectioN 1. Be it enacted by the General Assemdly of the

Stats of Iowa, That until otherwise provided by law, all
Bup'rint'ndent monics belonging to the School Fund of the State, from
%o State treas. whatsoever source derived, which are now or may hereafter
o be in the hands of the Superintendent of Public Instruction
of the State of Iowa, shall be paid into the treasury of the

State, by the said Superintendent.

Duty of Treas.  SEc. 2. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of State
to receive said monies and execute duplicate receiptstherefor,
one of which shall be given to the said Superintendent, and
the other sball be given to the Auditor of State, who shall
file and preserve the same in his office.

Sec. 8. It is hereby made the duty of said Superinten-

Deliver papers dent, or any other persons now holding the same, to deliver
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to Auditor.  to the Auditor of State any and all notes, receipts, vouchers,
bonds, mortgages, and other securities for any and all school
monies, from whatsoever source derived, now or hereafter
being in his or their possession, or under his or their control,
which notes, receipts, vouchers, bonds, mortgages, and oth-
er securities, said Auditor shall safely keep in his office, and
be shall execute duplicate receipts therefor, one of which he
shall deliver to the said Superintendent, and the other to the

Governor of this State.
Sec. 4. All monies now, or hereafter becoming due, for

Funds be paid monies loaned by the Superintendent of Public Instruc-

tnto Tressury ¢35m, including the intcrest thereon, shall be paid to the
Treasurer of State, who shall execute duplicate receipts
therefor, one to the party paying the same, and the other
to the Auditor of State, who shall file and preserve the same
in his office.
